The Three Fix d Stars becauſe 
they always keep the ſame Diſtance a- 
mong themſelves, and not becauſe with- 
out Motion. For they have two Mo- 
tions, 
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tions, one is in common with the whole 
Heaven, which is from Eaſt to Weſt on 
the Poles of the World, which carries all 
the Stars along with them, and this Re- 1 
volution is made in 24 Hours; the other | 
Motion is from the Ve to the Eaſt on 1 
the Poles of the Ecliptick. Theſe Stars 
are Bodies that ſhine by their own Light. 
They are not any of them ſo low as the | | 
Planets ; nor have ever eclipſed any Pla- | 
nets, which are wandring Bodies; Pla- 
nets are not regular as thoſe of the other 
Stars are, nor do they always keep at 
ſo due and becoming a Diſtance, but | 
are ſometimes nearer, ſometimes farther ; 
off, and ſometimes joyned, and ſome- 
times oppoſite, theſe Planets are man 
in the World of the Moon. The fix'd 
Stars properly inhabit in the World of 
the Sun, but ſomerimes on extraordina- 
ry occaſions pay a Viſit to the Planets in 
the Dark World of the Moon. Thur/- 
day. Monday, Tueſday, Wedneſday, fol- 
lowing. The three Bright Stars, ap- | 
peared to about 700 of the wandring 4 

Flanets on Thurſday. A Due regard 
was paid by the Planets to the Bright 
Stars, that they might move as it were 
in their own Sphere, either in a direct, 
Oblique or a Parallel Sphere, there were 


many pleaſing Revolutions, and Changes, 
yet with the utmoſt Regularity.

The ſame Stars, 
On Saturday four Noble Planets, two 
Stars, like wandring Planets, that had 
taken their Leave of the Sun at St.
